From the age of six 
she was placed at the mission school, when 
her great intelligence and beauty made her 

p hod voung lady. 

Naturally enough she learned to despise th- 
ignorance around her and to form other Ideal 
of marriage from what she saw among th 
teacher*, and when leaving school, at th" 
beginning of the present summer, she found 
her hand claimed by a loutish individual 
with the manners of a pig., sue strongly ob- 
jected to ratify the promise made for her by 
her parents when sho was only Ave years old. 
Hit tears and supplications prevailed, and. 
the first engagement having been broken oil', 
later on a second one was formed 
with a young fellow living at Adana, 
Biid they were about to lie married. 
The family priest, however, loads 
his appearance one day, declaring that he 
could not marry them, that the first Ijotrotha' 
held gixxl, anil that the young girl had battel
